Do You Know Who Owns Alaska? 

A* an Alaskan, did you know that YOU own the ofl, gas, coai, gold and other mineral wealth in 
Alaska? Most Alaskans either do not know or have forgotten that our State is uniaue. Alaska is the 
ONLY State that has placed ownership of its mineral wealth in the hands of the people of the 
State — our wealth can not be owned by any one individual or Corporation. We are not "paid to Eve 
here" as our PFD is often mistakenly explained. We are paid a dividend on the developtnent of our 
resources, Let mc share with you five very important ramifkations we raust embrace: 

First. Alaskans are uniquely an "Owncr" State, Since we are all owners, we must 
respect each other and develop our resources TODAY in order to provide maximum job 
opportunitles for our people and allow our children the promise ofjobs TOMORROW. 
Unfortunately, it seems some people in the State are intent on Jimiting opportunity and 
advancement for others and are trying to shut down the opportunity to develop the 
resources that will permit us to pay our own way well into the future, as a responsible 
State should and soon must 

Second: Because we are the owners, we can not succumb to powerful parties who 
would try to intimidate us with the idea that they will no longer cooperate in the 
deveJopment of our resources. I'm no lawyer, but that threat sounds shaky. Fonher 
Govemor Walter J. Hickel wrote in the April 15, 2007 Anchorage Daily News, "(In) the 
1984 Amerada Hess case that pitted the state against the producers(,) Judge Walter 
Carpeneti ruted that the "covenant to market" means that when a project involving the 
state's resources is 'reasonably profitable, measured on its own merit,' the producers 
have a duty to participate." In other words, we've been down this road before and we 
must NOT forget that our position as OWNERS means we bargain from strength not 
inability. 

Third. We have both the ability to move forward in the devdopment of our resources, aod we have 
the responnbiliry to do so. How often are we going to fail to do what's necessary unless we find 
somcone else to pay for our development? For example, it seems we won't build a road any more 
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unless thc Feds fund it. Are we going to drag our feet on thc gasline unless the Producers do it? Have we forgotten rhat in the late 1960s our 
State leadcrs argued for Pnidhoe Bay by bang willing to produce the oil, witb or without the Producers? Big Oil knew then we had the abiUty 
and knew that it was our right, To perhaps overumplify the argumen t, it's rime for us, THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF ALASKA, and OUT 

leaders, to step forward with the will to bring to markct our resources. The Producers have already stated that we are in a 
window of opportunity and thcy don't want to lose this profitable opportunity. Not unexpectedly, they will do cvcrything in 
their power, during the negotiating period, to maxiraize every last bit of profit for themselves. And we, too, must responsibly 
move forward, without unnecessary delay, because the gasline is a project that will crcatc good paying jobs for many of our 
people, and if done right— to include petrochemical production within our State, perhaps even right here in North Pole — natural 
gas becomes a legacy project that will positively impact our economy for our children's children! Development of our resources 
is not just a natural gas and oil issue, it also applies to all the vast mineral wealth throughout our State. 

Fourth: The Alaska Statehood Act passed by Congress in 1958 gave 103 million acres, including the sub-surface rights to the 
people of the State of Alaska (approximately the same size as California). But what defines, "the people of the State?" There are 
quite a few people who reside in Alaska who do not have the success of State of Alaska in mind. I call thcsc people, 
"transients." Sometimes they are transient by design, in order to stop the efforts of true Alaskans from developing a vigorous 
and self-sustaining economy; and sometimes they are accidental, just "doing time" until they can get back Outside. Personally, l 
don't consider a transient an Alaskan at all. Just because someone is able to collect a PFD check, doesn't really m can they have 
become an Alaskan at heart There' s no legal test that can be applied, just practical ones. For «cample, when asked about your 
State, if you rcspond with everything about the State from which you've come, you're NOT Alaskan! However, if you can see 
yourself as a vital and constructive part of the success of this State, no matter how small or how big a role you have in the 
effort, you are an Alaskan. Notice, the test isnotin whetheryou or I succeed in what we want to accomplisk in this State, but 
whether or not we can put our Individual accomplishment second to the success of the enterprise, the State of Alaska. Don't 
get me wrong, we need to personally succeed in order to support ourselves and our families and to accomplish the greater good, 
but do we put our self motivated interests above the greater good? (You and I know people who say, "My success IS the greater 
good!") It all boils down to us working to better the present and future generations* ability to live and work in Alaska as we and 
they choose. Then there are no small roles; just limits to our imagination and our courage. 

FinaUy If you want your Permanent Fund Dividend check to really grow, imitate the corporate shareholder in a Wall Street 
company and DEMAND MAXIMUM, RESPONSIBLE DEVELOPMENT AND RETURN for thc leases of your 
resources. Let your voice be heard with the "Board of Directors," i.e. t the legislature and the Congress, and even affected 
parties like the Producers who have taken out the leases. Tell them, let's fund it! Let's get it done! Let's move forward! What 
about the Govemor? She gets it. From what I can tell, AGIA is all about being an owner. Let's support her. 

For our State the State of Alaska— to succeed, every generarion must have leadership that makes wise and hard dedsions. It's tirne for you 

and me to step forward.

JUNEAU — A Fairbanksan will fiil the University of Alaska Board of Regents seat vacated 
by Jim Hayes, according to a spokeswoman for Gov. Sarah Palin. 

Meghan Stapleton, the spokeswoman, said Monday the governor had chosen a resident of 
Fairbanks to replace Hayes, who resigned last week. Palin will announce her appointtnent 
Thursday in Fairbanks at a Rotary International luncheon, where she was previously 
scheduled to speak, Stapleton said. 

Hayes, a former Fairbanks mayor, resigned Friday under pressure from the governor and 
lawmakers and following a federal indictment on charges of fraud unrelated to his service 
on the board of regents. 

Local lawmakers have expressed concern about Fairbanks' representation on the board, which 
is responsible for governing the statewide university system, and encouraged Palin to fiil 
the seat with someone from Fairbanks.

I needed to talk with the 
contracting officers and review the Invitation to Bid in addition to the correspondence 
surrounding this contract . 



Royal Business Systems (RBS) bid on a statewide copier contract (issued September 15, 2006 
- Prebid conference was Oct. 6, 2006, and bids had to be submitted by Dec. 20, 2006). 



RBS has done work on some State copiers in the Valley prior to this bid, but as X 
understand it, they were seeking to increase their business through successful bidding on 
this contract. 



Here is a brief summary of our award of copier contracts in the Mat-Su Valley: 



On January 16, 2007, we issued a Notice of Intent for the statewide copier 
contract. Royal Business Systems was named as faaving six copiers in the Mat-Su Valley that 
were susceptible for award. However, their bid did not include the reguired evidence that 
their local service technician had manufacturer authorization or certif ication to service 
their copiers.

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On January 26, 2007, Valley Business Machines protested Royal' s service 
ilifications. a 
lat we initiall 
and denied Valley' s protest. 



technician qualif ications . After multiple requests, Royal provided enough supplemental 
information that we initially determined their service technician met the ITB reguirements 



On March 12, 2007, Valley submitted an appeal which continued to challenge 
the qualif ications of Royal 1 s service technician. 

On March 13, 2007, we reguested that Royal have their manufacturers each 
provide a letter or email that clearly certified that their service technician is trained 
and authorized to provide service and maintenance on machines in the Mat-Su valley. They 
were given until March 20, 2007 to provide the evidence. 

On March 21, 2007, after not receiving any additional information from 
Royal, we determined them non-responsive for the Mat-Su Valley. 

On March 27, 2007, Royal protested our non-responsive determination and 
argued that we should not have required more information but provided no additional 
evidence . 

On March 29, 2007, we denied their protest. Royal did not appeal and we are 
proceeding to award. Valley Business Machines did provide the certif ications of its 
technicians . 



This situation revealed to the State Procurement Officer that the State needs to be more 
vigilant in ensuring that technicians for these contracts are certified to work on the 
machines bid. The State erred in its initial (jualif ication of RBS, and had an opportunity 
to revisit that only because of the complaint by Valley Business Machines. The State is 
bound to respond when someone protests a bid. As you can imagine, sometimes the complaint 
i s valid and sometimes not. In this case, it's hard to understand why RBS did not timely 
respond with its service technician' s credentials, when the contract was on the line. 
Because it did not, it will be out of game on this contract. The contract has one-year 
extensions, and there will be another opportunity for RBS to correct the problems that it 
encountered on this contract. We are also committed to make the next contract simpler to 
respond to. 



Governor, I want to be sure you' re also aware of this background, although it doesn't bear 
on whether RBS' technicians are certified or not:

Privileged or After discussion with the Attomey General' s office he was advised on April 23, 



2007 that,, "The state considers altering an email message a serious matter that cannot be 
overlooked. As a result, we are suspending your contract though August 31, 2006, and 
requiring you to assign another individual to administer the contract and represent RBS 
(Royal Business Systems) in all dealings with State of Alaska personnel regarding copier 
sales and maintenance agreements and the Division of General Services. This condition 
would also apply to the upcoming solicitation that will result in new statewide copier 
contracts" . 



I hope this helps you evaluate the criticism that the State acted to "favor" someone else 
in this invitation to bid. It is my opinion in the face of all of the evidence I have 
seen, that that assertion is not true.

Fellow Supervisors, 

We are back at the negotiating table this week. A federal mediator is now brokering 
discussions between us and the Administration's negotiators. Unfortunately and not 
surprisingly, it is not going well. As we have been saying all along, we are in this battie 
for the long haul. it seems clear the Palin Administration has Irttle interest in reaching 
an agreement with their employees.

The Lt Governor and a moment of opportunity 
By Andrew Halcro 

It was a question that was whispered quietly during the first few weeks of AGIA 
testimony. During the last few weeks of AGIA testimony, the question has been raised 
publicly. Where is the voice of Lt Governor Sean Parnell? 

From talk show hosts to legislators to journalists, Pamell's noticeable absence during the 
debate over AGIA has many wondering why. After all, as one local colurnnist wrote 
rhetorically, wasn't he considered the brains of the organization when it came to oil & 
gas. 

At least that was the hope. And for awhile hope was plentiful. 

On day one of Governor Sarah Palin's administration, Parnell was a high profile in meet 
and greets with the oil & gas industry concerning the construction of an Alaska Natural 
Gas Pipeline. For pipeline advocates this was a reassuring sign, as Parnell with his calm, 
cool operating style and his history as a respected legislator, was considered the greatest 
hope to provide a counterbalance in an incoming administration known to be openly 
hostile towards the oil & gas industry. 

After the election, Parnell was instantly embraced by given a key role in handlmg budget 
matters during the transition. He became Governor Palin's wingman on fiscal issue for 
press conferences and talk show appearances. 

Whenever the Governor was asked a question of any magnitude about state finances, 
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she'd step back almost on cue and Pamell's voice instantly filled the void. His previous 
experience of serving eight years in the legislature, including two years as the powerful Senate 
Finance Co-Chair, gave him the street credibility to talk about Alaska's fiscal outlook. However, 
as soon as the budget was handed off to the legislature, he disappeared. 
Two weeks ago before I a meeting with the Governor's gas line team, Pamell made his position 
known. IVe heard people ask where I am and 111 tell you I'm behind the Governor and AGIA, he 
said During the last two weeks, Parnell has become more of a visible pitchman for AGIA. 
He penned an Op/Ed entitled "Tum the Private Sector Loose", which has been published in local 
newspapers. Yesterday at a press conference, he offered his first public quote on AGIA saying, 
"These producers treat the legislative process as a negotiation". But when you hear his voice and 
read his words, someone has to ask, does he really believe in AGIA. 

During his term in Juneau, Parnell was a key legislator who participated in crafting the Stranded 
Gas Act as well as the development agreement terms that made the Northstar field a reality. 
Ironically, both deals recognized the need for give and take to encourage development, 
something that AGIA lacks. 

He was always a small government guy whose belief rested in the fact that government didn t 
know best. During his final two years as a State Senator was the driving force behind adopting 
missions and measures for state government so the legislature could more accurately analyze the 
bang they were getting for their buck. 

During a particularly tough budget year in 1999 when criticism was mounting that Alaska wasn t 
doing enough to invest in necessary services, he offered up a moving response. In a speech that 
was dubbed "Rachel's Hands" Parnell argued tough decisions had to be made because he wanted 
to protect his daughter by not saddling her with a government she couldn't pay for when she 
grew up. 

Since that speech, oil production has declined over 40% and the cost of state government has 
almost doubled due to higher operating costs and changing demographics. By all accounts, the 
sense of urgency for Alaska to get a pipeline deal is now and that's what makes Pameirs 
unequivocal support for AGIA so confusing. 

In his recent Op/Ed, he promotes AGIA by advocating the benefits of a new approach. However, 
I couldn't get past the first paragraph with a straight face. Parnell opens his opinion piece by 
writing, "It astonishes me that Alaska's political pundits think it is up to the state to get a gasline. 
Government doesn't make private sector projects happen, the private sector does". 
However, if you truly believe the private sector makes projects happen, then AGIA ought to 
scare the hell out of you. As it is designed today, AGIA represents government - not the private 
sector- establishing a list of unrealistic demands with the threat of take it or will try and make 
you take it anyway. 

After all, if you really believe the private sector makes projects happen, you recogmze the fact 
that the private sector does so only after evaluating all relevant financial and legal risks. If you 
believe the private sector drives development, you recognize that the more complex and riskier 
the project, the more need for flexibility and stability, not less. If you believe the private sector 
that makes projects happen, you understand that government bureaucrats are the last people that 
should be forcing poorly thought out development terms down the throat of the private sector. 
However AGIA violates all of the fundamental premises that Parnell argues for in his Op/Ed 
piece and certainly contradicts his legislative and personal history. In the legislature as a 
respected leader, he recognized the need for diplomacy and negotiations to create partnerships 
with the private sector. And as a former small business owner, Parnell understands the risks 
associated with opening your doors for business every day. 

In the last few days, with both AGIA bills in the House and Senate Finance Committees, the 
testimony has become more and more direct All major producers have said without some basic 
changes to AGIA they will not offer a bid. Yesterday, Enbridge Pipeline Company repeated 
what it has consistently said since day one; no producers - no pipeline. Ironically, the changes 
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the private sector is advocating for would recognize Parneirs argument he attempted to make m 
his Op/Ed piece; the private sector, not government will make a prpehne happen. 
Maybe ParneU's AGIA contradiction has to do with being a teara player. Maybe lt has to do with 
political expediency or maybe he is a true believer in AGIA. In any case, lf AGIA is actually 
going to work, it needs changes. 

Without some changes, Alaska could choose a partner who has no gas, no credit and no way to 
fmance the project. To add insult to injury, according to the terms of AGIA, Alaska could be 
stuck with this same non preforming partner for up to 1 1 years as well be liable for almost a 
billion dollars in penalties if we want to get out of the deal. 

Lt. Governor Pamell, you have a chance to be a hero and protect the hands of every Alaskan, 
young and old alike.

North Pole mayor backs pipeline bill

Mayor Doug Isaacson and North Pole City Council members have come out in support of Gov. 
Sarah Palin's Alaska Gasline Inducement Act, which lays out incentives aimed at spumng 
construction of a natural gas pipeline. 

Isaacson said he supports Palin's approach toward building a pipeline. Her gas team's 
style is a change from that of previous state officials who had proposed "surrendering" 
the state' s interests to those of the oil companies, he said. 

-This governor is thinking of ways to push for a fair pipeline," Isaacson said. "We need 
to push forward. Now's the time, the window of opportunity is not getting any longer." 

The city of Fairbanks and the Fairbanks North Star Borough have not taken official stances 
on Palin's plan. 

Fairbanks North Star Borough Mayor Jitn Whitaker has openly supported Palin' s approach 
toward spurring pipeline construction and said a couple of Borough Assembly members have 
commented that a statement of support could be "appropriate . " Whitaker is also chairman of 
the Alaska Gasline Port Authority, a governmental entity of the Fairbanks and North Slope 
boroughs and the city of Valdez that is proposing to build the gas line.

This is regarding the upcoming postal rate increases and how they are going to 
negatively affect businesses in Alaska, particularly rural Alaskans, who do not have 
cost-ef fective UPS and Ped X options. 

The postal rate increases coming for May 14 (urgent!) are going to have a big 
impact on my business and other businesses in Haines. 

Those who sell and ship books, like myself, from rural Alaska are going to be 
especially hard hit. 

Priority Mail for Bound Printed Matter will now go from $4.05 per flat rate priority 

1 
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mail (up to two pounds) or $2.12-$2.83 (for former first class/bound printed 
matter) to $4.60 to $7.50, depending on the zone to which the package is being 
shipped. From Haines, we are shipping to the higher number zones (6-8 for the 
most part) . So, effectively the cost of shipping one to two books for my business 
will increase from $2.12 or $4.05 to up to for the most part $6.55 to $7.50. 

Media rate is being discontinued for parcels over 15 pounds (the size of cartons of 
books) . Elsewhere in the country, publishers are being advised to use UPS or Ped 
X. That obviously is not a solution for us here in Haines. 

The increase for a first class letter is minor compared with other price increases 
that will affect local business shipping and ordering scenarios. 

If you will E-mail me at ci®akmk.com, I can send an attachment with the actual 
changes that will affect rural Alaskan book publishers, such as myself, and most 
other Alaskans. 

I hope Saran Palin and the Alaska Legistlature can help support Senator Stevens in 
addressing this issue at the federal level.

Sorrv it took me so long to get this response back to you. I needed to talk with the 
contracting officers and review the Invitation to Bid in addition to the correspondence 
surrounding this contract. 



Royal Business Systems (RBS) bid on a statewide copier contract (issued September 15, 2006 
- Prebid conference was Oct. 6, 2006, and bids had to be submitted by Dec. 20, 2006). 



RBS has done work on some State copiers in the Valley prior to this bid, but as I 
understand it, they were seeking to increase their business through successful bidding on 
this contract. 
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Here is a brief summary of our award of copier contracts in the Mat-Su Valley: 



On January 16, 2007, we issued a Notice of Intent for the statewide copier 
contract. Royal Business Systems was named as having six copiers in the Mat-Su Valley that 
were susceptible for award. However, their bid did not include the required evidence that 
their local service technician had manufacturer authorization or certification to service 
their copiers. 



On January 26, 2007, Valley Business Machines protested Royal» s service 
technician qualifications . After multiple requests, Royal provided enough supplemental 
information that we initially determined their service technician met the ITB reguirements 
and denied Valley 's protest. 



On March 12, 2007, Valley submitted an appeal which contiriued to challenge 
the qualifications of Royal' s service technician. 

On March 13, 2007, we requested that Royal have their manufacturer s each 
provide a letter or email that clearly certified that their service technician is trained 
and authorized to provide service and maintenance on machines in the Mat-Su valley. They 
were given until March 20, 2007 to provide the evidence. 

On March 21, 2007, after not receiving any additional information from 
Royal, we determined them non-responsive for the Mat-Su Valley. 

On March 27, 2007, Royal protested our non-responsive determination and 
argued that we should not have reguired more information but provided no additional 
evidence. 



On March 29, 2007, we denied their protest. Royal did not appeal and we are 
proceeding to award. Valley Business Machines did provide the certifications of its 
technicians . 



This situation revealed to the State Procurement Officer that the State needs to be more 
vigilant in ensuring that technicians for these contracts are certified to work on the 
machines bid. The State erred in its initial qualification of RBS, and had an opportunity 
to revisit that only because of the complaint by Valley Business Machines. The State is 
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bound to respond when someone protests a bid. As you can imagine, sometimes the complaint 
is valid and sometimes not. In this case, it's hard to understand why RBS did not timely 
respond with its service technician's credentials, when the contract was on the line. 
Because it did not, it will be out of game on this contract. The contract has one-year 
extensions, and there will be another opportunity for RBS to correct the problems that it 
encountered on this contract. We are also committed to make the next contract simpler to 
respond to.

Fairbanksan to fiil vacant regents seat

JUNEAU — A Fairbanksan will fiil the University of Alaska Board of Regents seat vacated 
by Jim Hayes, according to a spokeswoman for Gov. Sarah Palin. 
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Meghan Stapleton, the spokeswoman, said Monday the governor had chosen a resident of 
Fairbanks to replace Hayes, who resigned last week. Palin will announce her appointment 
Thursday in Fairbanks at a Rotary International luncheon, where she was previously 
scheduled to speak, Stapleton said. 



Hayes, a former Fairbanks mayor, resigned Friday under pressure from the governor and 
lawmakers and following a federal indictment on charges of fraud unrelated to his service 
on the board of regents . 



Local lawmakers have expressed doncern about Fairbanks' representation on the board, which 
is responsible for governing the statewide university system, and encouraged Palin to fiil 
the seat with someone from Fairbanks.
